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PROGRAMS
HELPING RURAL AMERICA MEET 
THE CHALLENGES OF TODAY AND TOMORROW   
Rural Development delivers over 50 programs enhancing business development, housing, 
community facilities, water supply, waste disposal, electric power, and telecommunications. Rural 
Development also provides technical assistance to rural families, and business and community 
leaders to ensure success of those projects. The agency promotes economic development by 
supporting loans to businesses through banks and community-managed lending pools. In addition 
to loan-making responsibilities, the agency is responsible for the servicing and collection of a loan 
portfolio that exceeds $87 billion nationally. 

Housing Programs/Single Family
USDA has been helping rural Americans become homeowners since 1949. Whether through a 
Direct Loan from Rural Development, a Guaranteed Loan or through Mutual Self-Help Housing, 
homeownership strengthens families and communities.  The Direct Homeownership Loan program 
is available to lower income individuals or families whose incomes are below 80-percent of the 
median income of the communities in which they intend to live.  Guaranteed Loans are available to 
applicants whose incomes are below 115 percent of the median area income.  The Mutual Self-Help 
Program, in combination with a grant program to nonprofit organizations and the direct single 
family lending program, allows families to provide a substantial portion of the labor involved in 
building their own homes, reducing the total cost of purchasing a home.  

Housing Programs/Multi Family 
Rural Rental Housing Loans are direct, competitive mortgage loans made to provide affordable 
multi-family rental housing for very low-, low-, and moderate-income families, the elderly and 
people with disabilities. Through the Rural Rental Housing Guaranteed Loan Program, Rural 
Development also guarantees loans made by other lenders for development of multi-family 
housing facilities in rural areas. The Farm Labor Housing Program provides decent, safe and sanitary 
low-rent housing to domestic farm laborers through loans and grants to states, local governments, 
non-profit organizations and others. Rental Assistance may be used in existing and newly 
constructed Rural Rental Housing or Farm Labor Housing financed complexes that are established 
on a non- or limited-profit basis.

Business Programs
Rural Development Business and Cooperative Programs deliver a variety of assistance to rural 
businesses and communities.  All of them work in financial partnership with local economic 
organizations such as banks and lenders, economic development groups, local revolving funds, 
universities, municipalities, counties, tribes and utility cooperatives. These programs help close the 
gap in opportunity for under-served rural areas and populations, moving them toward improved 
economic growth by providing capital, technology, and technical assistance. The Business Program 
provides financial assistance and business planning and helps fund projects that create or preserve 
quality jobs and/or promote a clean rural environment. Business Program financial resources are 
often leveraged with those of other public and private credit source lenders to meet business 
and credit needs in under-served areas.  USDA Rural Development has become a leader in the 
renewable energy revolution and offers programs in both energy efficiency and renewable energy 
programs to eligible agricultural producers and rural small businesses. 

Community Programs
Community Programs develop essential community facilities for public use in rural areas through 
Community Facilities Guaranteed Loans, Community Facilities Direct Loans, and Community 
Facilities Grants. Community facilities include schools, libraries, childcare, hospitals, medical clin-
ics, assisted living facilities, fire and rescue stations, police stations, community centers, public 
buildings and transportation.   Rural Development provides financing for electric, telecommunica-
tions, and water and waste disposal services. Rural Development’s Water and Waste Disposal Loan 
program helps communities develop water and waste disposal (including solid waste disposal and 
storm drainage) systems in rural areas and towns.  The funds are available to public entities such as 
municipalities, counties, special-purpose districts, Indian tribes, and corporations not operated for 
profit. The agency also guarantees water and waste disposal loans made by banks and other eligible 
lenders. Rural Development’s Water and Waste Disposal Grants help communities reduce water and 
waste disposal costs to a reasonable level for rural users.

DESOTO MEMORIAL HOSPITAL MEETS THE CHALLENGE   
The adage that every cloud has a silver lining would have been a hard sell in 2004 when 
Hurricane Charley devestated DeSoto Memorial Hospital in Arcadia, FL.   But four years 
later there is reason to rejoice as the grand opening of the $20 million renovation/
expansion became reality on November 13, 2008.  

The hospital has come a long way since that day in 2004 when 36 windows in patient 
areas including the I.C.U., the Emgergency Department, Obstetrics and the Medical 
Surgical Nursing Unit were blown out by hurricane force winds of nearly 150 mph.  
Additionally, a 15’ by 50’ foot section of the roof blew off down to the deck causing 
massive water leakage, and virtually all of the building housing warehouse, purchasing 
and maintenance was destroyed, including many medical supplies.

The total scope of the expansionproject included the emergency department, surgery 
suite, medical-surgical unit, lobby, outpatient and registration areas.   The emergency 
department expanded to almost double its former size, to 18 treatment areas separated 
by walls for privacy. The surgical suite now has a separate area for outpatients to 
be prepared and to recover from surgery that same day. The facility now features a 
large operating room for orthopedic surgery with its own waiting area. The lobby and 
waiting areas offer seating for admitting, outpatient testing, outpatient surgery and the 
emergency department.

TAYLOR COASTAL PROTECTS THE ENVIRONMENT
It was a time of celebration as communities across America marked the 38th anniversary 
of Earth Day.  In Keaton Beach FL,  Rural Development and Taylor Coastal Water & Sewer 
District joined forces in recognizing the occasion as well as local commitment to improve 
the quality of life and health of area residents while protecting the environment and natural 
resources.

Prior to 2005, the area had depended on septic tanks or small private owned “package 
plant” systems for wastewater disposal needs. These on-site systems posed sanitation 
and environmental hazards worsened by the high groundwater table and the low marshy 
terrain within Taylor County coastal communities. Additionally, many of the septic systems 
were damaged or destroyed by tropical storms moving through the area, and in some 
cases, these abandoned septic tanks were not properly deactivated, further increasing 
the potential of environmental hazards.  Funding for the $4.8 million Phase I centralized 
wastewater system, that included new wastewater collection, transmission, treatment 
and effluent disposal systems for Ezell Beach, Keaton Beach, Cedar Island and East 
Cedar Island, was provided by USDA Rural Development, the Florida Department of 
Environmental Protection, the Environmental Protection Agency, Florida Office of Tourism, 
Trade and Economic Development, the Suwannee River Water Management District, and 
Taylor County.

In 2008, residents of Taylor County’s coastal communities had further reason to celebrate 
as Rural Development State Director Ronald Whitfield presented a $1.6 million check 
to Taylor Coastal Water & Sewer District officials for Phase II funding of the wastewater 
system, which will extend collection lines to the environmentally sensitive areas of Deckle 
Beach, Boggy Bay and Dark Island, eliminating an additional 100 septic tanks.  The Rural 
Development $401,000 low interest loan and $1,202,980 grant is in addition to a $14,000 
Rural Development Predevelopment Planning Grant and an EPA State and Tribal Assistance 
Grant of $750,000 for the $2,368,000 Phase II project.

The 
Visioning Day fostered new partnerships between government, community and 
industry, and demonstrated ways in which better outcomes for the community can 
be achieved.

In concert with Visioning Day, White Springs took a significant step forward in 
improvements to the the town’s public safety operations.  With $167,660 in funding 
assistance from Rural Development, the fire department purchased a brush fire truck 
and the police department purchased three police cruisers.
